SCIENTISTS SEEK A SOLUTION

f'ort de France, Island of Martint 
que, May 23.— Mont Pelee seems to be 
rMtlng after its last fearful manlfcita' 
tlon of eoergy. Streams of friftateB 
cd refugees have been pouring Into 
Fort d« Fraac* from all tbo surround- 
lag eovstrjr. 

These people are not destitute, but 
they are terrified. Tbey want only one 
thing, and that Is to b« Ukea far away 
from this Island with which they say 
the gods ara angry and which they will 
deRtroy by Ara befora It sinks andar 
the sea. 

The consuls here and the offlears of 
the war vessels in the harbor ara way- 
laid by persons crated with fear and 
begging to be carried away. The 
weather Is now calm and bt-autlful, 
but the mountain Ib veiled In volcanic 
clouds which often assume a very 
threatening, aspect, and occasional 
rumblings are heard. Some heavy and 
very welcome rain has fallen. 

The Unitt'd States steamer Dixie, 
Captain Perry, from New York, arrive 
after a quick and safe passage. Her 
paeaengers Include many world fa- 
mous scientists. Professor Robert T. 
Hill, government geologist; Professor 
C. E. Borcbgrevink, the Anartic ex- 
plorer; Messrs. George Cnrtis aid 
Oaorge Keenan and many magazine 
writers and correspondents are also 
among those who arrived on the 
steamer. The Dixie began landing her 
enormous cargo of supplies early and 
the storehouse on shore soon became 
congested and this Is the greatest diffi- 
culty of the administration. 

The United Stales steamer Potomac 
went to inspect St Pierre with the 
commanders ot the war vessels now 
here. With the greatest difficulty the 
party succeeded In making a landing. 
The effects of the outburst of Tues- 
day were tremendous. The huge bas- 
late tower of the cathedral was burled 
flat to the earth. The bombardment of 
volcanic stones is not sufficient to ac- 
count for all and evidences point to 
the passage of a furious blast of burn- 
ing gas, traveling at enormous speed 
and with incalculable force. The de- 
voait of boulders, ashes and angular 
atones la enormous. Not a human be- 
ing saw what happened at St. Pierre. 

This second eruption was many 
times more violent than that which 
eflaced St Pierre and swept Its people 
fh>m the earth on May I. Nor has all 
volcanic aetlvity ceased. Vast col- 
umns of smoke and gas still pour from 
the great crater and new fissures have 
opened on the mountain sides and are 
TOBitlng yellow whirlwiada. which 
rush intermittently now from one 
point and now from another. Boiling 
mud is alfco thrown out Ht tinies in ttJi- 
rents that reach the sea and produce 
small tidal waves. From a aombre, si- 
lent city of death and dessolatlon St 
Pierre boas become a hideous amphithe- 
ater of fiery roaring destruction. 

The people are convinced that God 
la angry wun the island and means to 
scourge It with fire and then sink it in 
the ocean. Utter and unreasoning fear 
possess all souls. Even Fort de France 
la believed to be unsafe. The prcs- 
en( e of the relief ships la helpful to 
the people who say: "The American 
flag makes safety.' 

The Potomac could not approach 
close to St Pierre. The Dixie will sail 
for St. Vincent, but the Other vessels 
will remain. 

The Bclentlsta who have arrived will 
examine into the queatlon ot the dan- 
ger of the peaks of Carbet near Fort 
(ie France becoming active volcanoes. 
The outburt of Wednesday probably 
means a ruined island as all confidence 
Is loat

Washingfon. May 23.— The remain 
Ing members of the notable party sent 
to represent the French government at 
the ceremony ot unveiling the Rech 
ambeau statue arrived here over the 
Pennsylvania railroad at 10 a. m. from 
Annapolis, which place they reached 
on the Qaulols. Only a small crov.d 
was at the depot to greet the distla 
gu^shed visitors. Beside the police es 
eort, troops ot the Second cavalry 
from Fort Myer was drawn up In front 
of the station and saluted on the ap- 
pearance of the visitors. Assistant 
Secretary Peirce ot the state depart 
meat enterefi the first of the open ear 
rtages la waiting with the ranking 
members of the party and several 
members of the French embassy also 
acted as escort All of the party, in 
eluding the embaaay attaches, wore 
the uniform of their rank. 

The carriages, about a dozen In num- 
ber, wheele 1 Into Pennsylvania avenue 
and proceeded to the White House, 
where Count Rochhmbeau and his 
party, Ambassador and Mme. Cambon 
and others waited to greet them and 
where President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
officially received the party in the 
east room. 

The carriages, were preceded by an 
escort of mounted bicycle policemen 
and the cavalry troop. As the party 
neared the White House a salute w-^s 
fired by a detachment of artillery in the 
grounds south of the White House.

May 23.— Led by a 
drummer and a bugler several hundred 
striking miners marched on the Smith 
Meyers wasbery. A sentry posted in a 
tree flred his gun a:^ a warning to the 
men at the washtry that the strikers 
were approachinK- Operations were at 
once discoatlmted. When the strikers 
were within 50 yards of the operations 
they were met by Charles Meyers, one 
of the operators. Mr. Meyers appeal 
ed to them not to damage any prop 
erty or to injure any of the men. He 
said that he would pledge his word 
that not a pound of coal would be 
shipped until the strike had been s' f 
tied. The marchers appointed a com 
mlttee to meet the employers and the 
latter promised not to work until an 
order to do so Is Issued by the United 
Mine Workers. The marchera then re 
turned to town.

Washington, May 2S. — Boon after 
the senate convened consideration of 
the PbiUppiBe government was rc 
sumed, Mr. Hoar addresaing the sen- 
ate In opposition to the present policy 
ef the government in the Philippines 
Great tetereat was maaifeated In the 
utterances of Mr. Hoar Doth on the 
floor and galleries. Mr. Hoar spoke de- 
liberately and confined himself closely 
to his maouacrlpt H« apoke as fol- 
lows. 

Mr. Hoar maintained "that this coun- 
try i.s not at war." "You are fighting 
for sovereignty," he said, "you are 
fighting for the principle of eternal 
dominion over that people and that it 
the only qaestlon at tafua la the con 
flict. 

"When it had been determined to 
resort to force in the Philippines " he 
said, "the government took upon it 
self the natural consequences of that 
decision. The result of the conflict of 
arms of sach a character Inevitably 




Startling Criminal neeerd. 

New York, May 23.— Startling statis 
tics on criminology have been present 
ed at the annual convention of the 
New York county W. C. T. U. One of 
the delegates read a atatement to the 
effect that a woman of criminal ten 
dencies, whose name waa not made 
public for obvious reasons, died in 
1827. "Her descendants have been 
traced." continued the speaker. "They 
numberSOO.of which 700 were criminal 
having been convicted at least once 
Thirty-seven were murderers and were 
executed for their crimes. This fam- 
ily," the speaker contin tel, "ha - (ott 
the nation |3,000,000 for trlala and ex- 
ecutions." 

New Match Company. 
New York, May 23.— Considerable 
mystery surrounds the purpose of the 
consolidated match company, which 
has Just been incorporated in New Jer- 
sey with a capital of 110,000,000. The 
real paraona behind the new company 
have net been announced. It was stat- 
ed, however, that the company will 
conduct^ manufacturing plants at all 
Its planta throughout the coontry. 

Independent Operator Starts. 

Hazelton, Pa., May 23. — Matheas 
Scbwabe, a small independent operat- 
or started up his colliery at South He- 
berton. All of his miners are to re- 
ceive the wages demanded by the 
Mine Workers. The output will be 
for home consumption exclusively. It 
oommanda |6 a ton at the breaken 
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was that there would be cruelty on 

one side and retaliation by cruelty on 
the other; and the responsibility rest- 
ed upon those who made the policy." 

Mr. Hoar said he waa to discuas and 
denounce what teemed to him one of 
the most wicked and foolish chapters 
in history; yet he was compelled to ad- 
mit, he said that the men who were 
responsible for it were neither wicked, 
nor foolish. 

Mr. Hoar maintained that his con- 
science would not permit him to fol- 
low these men and his conscience was 
the only authority he felt bound to 
obey In this matter. He said the 
share it waa intended to give the 
Flllplnoa in the propoaed scheme of 
government was an admission that 
many of them were fit for self govern- 
ment. The United States was fighting 
to secure a dependency not a republic; 
a government of our making and not a 
goveraaent ot the FlUpiao't paking. 

Dlscuaelng the testimony taken by 
the Philippine committee, Mr. Hoar 
said it had contained some pregnant 
admissions. What vindicates that 
^hich baa been done so far Is the sav- 
ing the islands from anarchy and the 

material benefit conferred UPOB the 
Pbilipplnes people. 

What the fathers of the republic 
said and our century of glorious his- 
tory were appealed to in vain. "Their 
lessons fell upon the ears of men das- 
gled by military glory and delerious 
with the lust of conquest." 

Cuba and Philippines Compard. 
He compared the situation in Cuba 
with that in the Philippines and de- 
manded to know which was the bet- 
ter. Mr. Hoar recited a chapter of his- 
tory of this country which he aald 
showed that the present policy of the 
government was In contradiction of 
the Monroe doctrine as H waa a cba- 
tradlctlon of the Declaration of Inde- 
dendence. He said that if the present 
way was followed the nedaratlon of 
Independence would be repealed and 
nothing WMld be left of the Monroe 
doctrine eceept the principle ot brutal 
selflshaesa. This government had cre- 
ated a republic in Cuba and a despot- 
ism in the Philippines. Six hundred 
millions of treasure and 10,000 Amer- 
toaa Uvet had been aacrlflced In that 
endeavor. In tkm Philipptaes the 
American flag bad been made the em- 
plem of sacrilege and the burning of 
homes and of the horror of the water 
torture. He believed that our officers 
In general were bnouuM. 

"But in seme chaes they have car- 
ried on your warfare with a mUture of 
American Ingenuity and Caatllian 
cruelty." 



"What have yonr ideals cost you?" 

Inquirfrt Mr. Hoar. "Far the fhllippine 
islands you have had to repeal the De- 
claration of Independence. For Cuba 
you have had to reaffirm and give It 
new luatre. For the Philippine Islands 
you have had to convert the Monroe 
doctrine Into a doctrine of mere aalf- 
i£hue«s For Cuba yott have acted an 
It and vindicated it" 

"In Cuba you have the eternal grati- 
tude of a free people. In the PhlUpplBe 
islands yon have the hatred and aul- 
len submission of a subjugatr d people. 
From Cuba you have brought home 
nothing but glory. From the Philip- 
pines you have brought home nothiat 
of glory." 

Referring the cruelties committed 
the Ptaitpninet, Mr. Hoar said he 

believed tha American aoidlera ware 
as brave and humane as ever lived. 
They have done what always would be 

done In like conditions. The chief 
guilt was upon the heads of those who 
created the conditions. 

After reviewing briefly the capture 
of Aguinaldo by General Funston, the 
methods of whom he sharply criticis- 
ed, Mr. Hoar expressed the belief that 
the senate did not know wliat It was 
doing when it consented to General 
F^instoa'B proasotion and intimated 
that the result might have been differ- 
ent If the senate had been fully cog- 
nizant of all the facts. 

Adverting again to the "horrors ' 
which have occurred In the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Hoar said: "I hope and be- 
lieve they were unknown to the war 
department. 1 know they were un 
known to President Roosevelt and 1 
know they were unknown to President 
McKiniey." He did not beUeve, how- 
ever, that the statement that the war 
had b(( n conducted with unexampled 
humauity on our part would be ac- 
cepted by the people. He denounced 
the order alleged to have been given 
by General Smith and lay partfenlar 
stress upon the horrors of the reooa* 
centration camps whkh he likened to 
the (Ireadful ^scenes in ADdertOnville 
prison during the civil war. 

He. demanded that these things 
cease and that the administration de- 
clare on what eternal principle it 
would act In the Philippines. He be- 
lieved that It would be Impossible ab- 
solutely to pacify the Philippines. In 
conclualon Mr. Hoar believed that bat- 
ter counsel yet would prevail than now 
Eeemed to exist. 

"The irrevocable steph ad not yet be( n 
taken Let us at least have this to say 
We, too, have kept the faith of the 
fathers. We took Cuba bfsr the haad< 
We delivered ber from her age-long 
bondage- We welcomed her to 'he 
family of nations We sot mankind an 
exampleneverbeheld before in modern 
history. We led hesitating and halting 
Europe to the deliverance of their be- 
leagured ambassadors In China. We 
marched through a hostile count, y — 
country cruel an dbarbarous — without 
anger oV revenge. We returned bene- 
fit for injury and pity for cruelty. We 
made the name of America beloved in 
the east as In the west. We kept 
faith with the Philippines people. We 
kept faith with our history. We kejn 
our national honor unsullied, 'ine flag 
which we received without a rent we 
banded down without a stain.' " 

There were manifestations of ap- 
plause on the floor of th<' senate and 
n the galleries when Mr. Hoar con- 
cluded. The presiding officer called at- 
tention to the violation of the rule.

given no Indication of the ((iurs(> 
which the "egotlationu between Lord 
Kitchener and Lord Milner and the 
Boer delegates at Pretoria were tak- 
ing. That conferences are occurring 
regarding the basis upon which peace 
shall be declared Is the sum total of 
the Information of which the war of- 
fice has vouchsafed up to the present, 
though It is intimated that a definite 
announcement of the result, peacefi|l 
or otherwise, may speedily be ei- 
pected.

New York, May 23.— The general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church 
adopted the report of the committee on 
creed revision, making changes in the 
coafeaaloa of faith. Thia action, 
which was practically unanimous, was 
taken with little or no debate. The 
chaDges proposed will now go to the 
various Presbyteries for ratification. 
When the report waa praaaated last 
Friday a motion for Its adoption was 
made at once, but the vote waa de- 
ferred for a week. As it was to be ex- 
pected the prospect of an interesting 
debate on creed revision attracted a 
crowd which filled the galleries solid* 
ly and when the doors of the ground 
fioor were opened, all the seats not re- 
served for comnii.'->i('ii( rs wc re occu- 
pied at once. Th- H' \ I'l H Van- 
dyke, the moderator, before the hour 
set for eoaaldaratloa, apoke for a mo^ 
mt nt: "I do not believe that my ta>k 
as moderate- Is to be a difli'uli one, ' 
he said, "but it is a delicate one. In 
this chair where you have put me I 
want to say that I am not a member 
of any organisation or any committee. 
I LTD a plain Presbyterian and your 
moderator — your servant. I want to 
plead that this should not be carried 
in the spirit of goodfellowshlp. Have 
nothing either rushed through or de- 
layAd. The matter Icrore us is a tim- 
pie proposition. 

Theassembly of 1901 named a (ommit- 
tee to do a particular thing. What you 
have to pass on is not whether that 
that certain thing should ba doaa, but 
V hether th? committee haa done it to 
your satisfaction." 

On motion of the Rev. D. J. Wylie. 
speeches on the report were limited to 
le minntea. except that of the commit- 
tee ciin!.-rian. 

Tin Kev. Dr. J. D. Moffatt 'hen mov- 
ed the adoption of the 11 overtarat tO 
be sent to the Ptesbyteries. 

The Rev. Dr. H. C. MIntoa, chairman 
of the revision committee, spoke for 
the report. He would not, he said, ar- 
Bue the n:erits of the whole report, but 
would speak of the especial considera- 
t'cns which influenced the committee 
Tbey were guldad In the first place by 
the work of the committee of 1892. 
The presumption, of course, was al- 
ways in favor of the explicit orders of 
la.-t year's assembly. There were two 
elements on the committee, be explain- 
ed, thoae who prefered to make all 
amendment.'! by verbal modlfir iitions. 
and those who wished to make the 
changes by ge[iarate declaratory state- 
ments. Obviously there seemed to be 
some yield.ng aad It waa not aH oa 
one side. The misapprehensions as to 
the confession," continued Dr Minton. 
"have come from two causes I'irst. 
the unguarded statements in the lon- 
fesslun itself, and second, unwarranted 
inferences from the coafesaloa. in the 
first cases verbal ehangea would be 

the remedy In the second declaratory 
statements were necessary." 

Dr. Minton then took up the various 
points on which the committee had 
been asked to pasa. 

'ResardinB the pope of Rome," he 
said, "the confession distinctly says 
the pope Is the an.i-Cbrist and the son 
of perdition.
